The official b ulletin issued b y 
the hospital after doctors had 
made tests f(N* the past sev eral 
days said, “A b iopsy of the lynq^i 
gland in the right groin has ^ 
b een completed.

More than 300 miles of the valley in Nubian 
Egy pt and the Sudan will be inundated when 
the construction of the high dam near Aswan 
is completed. This means that much of the cul­ 
tural heritage of ancient Egy pt will be destroy ed 
unless something is done. These American dol­ 
lars will do something.

Of the $4 million, $2.5 will go toward the 
preservation of two large groups of temples at 
Philae and Abu Simbel and $1.5 million in grants 
to American archaeological expeditions doing 
research in Nubia. 
The bill aroused considerable opposition and 
seemed to get nowhere. Some Congressmen could 
see no reason for spending $4 million on a lot 
of old stones in faraway Egy pt. Others saw the 
proposal as aid to Nasser and fought it for that 
reason. But it sq ueezed through at the last 
minute. 
Nasser and his government have been realis­ 
tic and broadminded about this project. They 
have offered to cede half of any archaeological 
discoveries to parties engaging in excavations 
if the parties come from nations aiding in the 
project. This is unprecedented. Egy pt generally 
has allowed very little in the form of archaeo­ 
logical treasures to be taken from the country . 
American expeditions may well discover 
material worth more than the total appropriated, 
even though they will be forced to work hur­ 
riedly in advance of the encroachment of the 
waters. 
In any case, this $4 million, a tiny sum 
comi^u’ed to other expenditures approved this 
y ear, will be money well spent. Future genera­ 
tions, their knowledge of the past so much the 
richer, will agree.

Going into the office of Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Arthur Sy l­ 
vester. Admiral Smith said:

Earlier, the 4th Army got itself 
unmeshed in a Junior Chamber 
of Commerce "seminar" on Com­ 
munism at San Antonio which 
split the town wide open. The Air 
Force at San Antonio is a much 
bigger and more important unit 
of national defense, but it stay ed 
strictly aloc^.

Nixon: The Man In The Middle In California 
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The Gift Of Prophecy 


Charles CoUingwood who discusses the short-comings 
of the press for CBS-TV finds that newspapers are weak 
in the realm of prophecy . He say s: 
"One of the chronic failures of the 
jmwss is its 
inability to deHphdf the IPmdwriting on the wall. The 
result is that events, clearly foreshadowed, come aa 
a stunning .surprise. Footnote: 
see Cuba, Laos, the 
OMigo. Angola. Berlin, et cetera, et cetera." 
The great TV networks maintain news staffs 
throughounhe world and therefore should be, at least, 
as prr^hetic as any crther reporters. Never have I 
seen the radio or TV do a better or as good a reporting 
job as the newspapers o r news services. CoUingwood 
is himself a newsman and although his wwlc is 
interesting and even charming, the gift of foresight and 
pr<^)hecy is no more his than it is most reporters or, 
fo r that matter, evaluators of the State Department 
or the CIA. Karl von Wiegand of the Hearst News­ 
papers was very much a prophet and got into trouble 
because he was so much ahead of his time, that no 
one believed him. 
CoUingwood pay s me something of a compliment 
which does 
puff me up too much. Not mily is the 
prophet not believed but when he speaks out, m« i seek 
a ntKJtive. Referring to the Guiana situation. Colling- 
wood said: 
**George Sokolsky sounded aa alarm ea April 
Ml. but thereafter, the press maiatalBed almoat 
total silence except f<w occasional remarks by pro­ 
fessional aati-Commanists like Fulton Lewis Jr. and 
reports In ^ 
conservative papers of speeches by 
Connectkat's Senator Thomas Dodd, and so fmih. 
And perhaps that is part of the reason the press 
neglected the Gninaa story so long. 
The nati- 
Commnnist specislists had made the story their 
province, and they have cried ‘wolf* so often Hiat 
most acwq inpcrmen back away from tiieir i^ecial 
causes • . . 
Of course,, the anti-Communist specialists would 
naturally know what the Communists arc up to. just 
as a U^notch baseball repcHler has some idea about 
what is happening in the baseball business. 
The reas<m that newspapers buy what we write 
and continue to print it y ear by y ear is that we provide 
what others do not have. It is as simple as that. Like 
every other kind of specialist. - an anti-Gommunist 
specialist must do an enormous amount of work in his 
field. 
Eugene Ly ims. for instance, who is such a 
specialist for the Reader’s Digest, labors as diligently 
in this field as any science reporter does in his. Of 
course, Ly « is is believed no more than 1 am. not be­ 
cause he cries: "Wolf! Wolf!” too often but because 
tfie subject is very complex, req uires intensive knowl­ 
edge and just judgment and sounds q uite screwy to 
those who regard themselves as anti-Communists but 
do not know what Communism is and those who be­ 
lieve that all human beings are much like themselves, 
fairly good-natured, oractically honest, who know move­ 
ments by names but little of the substance thereof. 
It did not, however, req uire the gift of prophecy 
to know the Guiana story . It was clear for all to 
see for several y ears. All that was req uired was 
dillgeat reading of the material at hand. As a mat­ 
ter af fart, this was also true of the Cuba story 
about whlcb there were many correct evaluations 
while there were also many incorrect evalnatimis. 
The antl-Communist specialists were naturally cor­ 
rect for two reasons: first, they know 
names 
of important Communists and therefore knew the 
. 
names of Che Gnevara and Raul Castro which gave 
$ 
them a clue to what was going on; secondly , by 
diligent labor, they have become accustomed to 
patterns and grasp rapidly the nature of a move­ 
ment by the pattern Hiat asserts Itself. 


Not to show off but to show what it takes to be 
a specialist, I began to study the Communist move­ 
ment at Columbia University in 1915 or 1914 under 
Pr<rfe8 sor Vladimir Simkhovitch. a keen authiMrity . This 
was before Lenin seized power in Russia.

In brief, Nixcm made a rather 
clear break with the increasingly 
active and local extreme right 
o f 
the Republican Party , at the very 
moment when he was declaring 
his intentions to seek the Republi­ 
can Gubernatorial nomination. 
The break was revealed by two 
things Nixmi said at the monster 
press conference at which he an­ 
nounced his candidacy . First he 
stated that he wanted no part 
of a right-to-work law for Califor­ 
nia, thus recording his opposition 
to the project of the extreme 
right. Secmd, he also avowed lus 
(^position to the 
John Birch 
Society , which is rapidly becom­ 
ing the base-organization of the 
extreme right. 
Considering 
the 
nature 
of 
Nixmi’s past political backing, this 
break vrith ih e right wing extre­ 
mists, is a fairly dramatic de­ 
velopment. It is not perhaps as 
dramatic as the row caused by 
former Goodwin 
Knight's loud 
charges that Nixon tried to Ixiy 
him out of the governorship race, 
which has been getting all the at- 
tentiim. But it still means a lot 
when a leading politician cuts 
himself off from a former source 
of powerful supp<» l. 
It must be remembered that 
Nixon, ‘though a moderate him­ 
self, was alway s the favcnred can­ 
didate rt the Republican right­ 
wingers until the emergence 
the' new right-wing hero.

Accord­ 
ing to Nutrition Items, canning

y ears behind ours. Son» rt their 
trouble stems from a shortage rt 
packaging 
materials 
mch 
as 
cardboard, 
glass, 
paper, 
and 
metals. 
Meats and grains are scarce. 
There are only 2 milli(Mi refrig­ 
erators in Russia. As a result SO 
per cent rt all their meat is made 
into sausage. The report also say s 
beef and pork are the mort abun­ 
dant meats but the animals are 
underfed 
and 
undernourished. 
The Russian supply rt vegetables 
and fruits is increasing and milk 
is produced in q uantities eq ual to 
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ours, but they have a distrilxiHoa 
problem. 
Despite these cmiditkms, the 
ty pical Russian diet is ad« ]uate 
even though less than 3,000 calor­ 
ies a day . The bulk (56 per cent) 
is made up rt grains and pota­ 
toes; 15 per cent is animal pro­ 
tein; 10 per cent fats and oils, 
and 10 per c« it sugar. 
Russians eat six times as much 
bread as the average American. 
This may explain why so many rt 
their women are on the stort side. 
On the other hand, we are criti­ 
cized for consuming too many of 
our calories in the form 
o f ani­ 
mal fat. This is said to raise our 
blood cholesterol and encourage

measure considered by the 87th Congress passed 
in the waning moments of the session. It pro­ 
vides a $4 million appropriation to save the 
historic treasures of the Nile River Valley. 
More than 300 miles of the valley in Nubian 
Egypt and the Sudan will be inundated when 
the construction of the high dam near Aswan 
is completed. This means that much of the cul­ 
tural heritage of ancient Egypt will be destroyed 
unless something is done. These American dol­ 
lars will do something. 
Of the $4 million. $2.5 will go toward the 
preservation of two large groups of temples at 
Philae and Abu Simbel and $1.5 million in grants 
to American archaeological expeditions doing 
research in Nubia. 
The bill aroused considerable opposition and 
seemed to get nowhere. Some Congressmen could 
see no reason for spending $4 million on a lot 
of old stones in faraway Egypt. Others saw the 
proposal as aid to Nasser and fought it for that 
reason. 
But it squeezed through at the last 
minute. 
Nasser and his government have been realis­ 
tic and broadminded about this project. They 
have offered to cede half of any archaeological 
discoveries to parties engaging in excavations 
if the parties come from nations aiding in the 
project. This is unprecedented. Egypt generally 
has allowed very little in the form of archaeo­ 
logical treasures to be taken from the country. 
American expeditions 
m ay well discover 
material worth more than the total appropriated, 
even though they will be forced to work hur­ 
riedly in advance of the encroachment of the 
waters. 
In any case, this $4 million, a tiny sum 
compared to other expenditures approved this 
year, will be money well spent. Future genera­ 
tions, their knowledge of the past so much the 
richer, will agree.

th ro u g h o u t!^ world and therefore should be. at least, 
as prophetic as any other reporters 
Never have I 
seen the radio or TV do a better or as good a reporting 
job as the newspapers or news services. Collingwood 
is 
him self a 
newsman 
and 
although hi* work 
is 
interesting and even charm ing, the gift of foresight and 
prophecy is no m ore his than it is most reporters or, 
for that m atter, evaluators of the State D epartm ent 
or the CIA. 
Karl von W iegand of the H earst News- 
papers w as very much a prophet and got into trouble 
because he was so much ahead of his tim e. that no 
one believed him. 
Collingwood pays me something of a com plim ent 
which does not puff me up too much. Not only is the 
prophet not believed but when he speaks out, men seek 
a motive. 
Referring to the Guiana situation. Colling- 
wood said: 
“ George Sokolsky sounded an alarm on April 
4th. hut thereafter, the press maintained almost 
total silence except for occasional remarks by pro­ 
fessional anti-Communists Uke Fulton Lewis Jr. and 
reports in the conservative papers of speeches by 
Connecticut's Senator Thomas Dodd, and so forth. 
And perhaps that is part of the reason the press 
neglected the Guiana story so long. 
The anti­ 
comm unist specialists had made the story their 
province, and they have cried 'w olf so often that 
most newspapermen back away from their special 
causes • . . .** 
Of course., the anti-Com m unist specialists would 
naturally know w hat the Com m unists are up to. just 
as a top-notch baseball reporter has some idea about 
w hat is happening in the baseball business. 
The reason that new spapers buy w hat we w rite 
and continue to print it y ear by year is that we provide 
w hat others do not have. It is as sim p* as that. Like 
every other kind 
of sp e c ia list.»an anti-Comm unist 
apecialist m ust do an enorm ous amount of work in his 
field. 
Eugene Lyons, for instance, who is such a 
specialist for the R eader’s Digest, labors as diligently 
in this field as any science reporter does in his. 
Of 
course, Lyons is believed no more than I am , not be­ 
cause he cries: 
“ Wolf! W olf!” too often but because 
the subject is very com plex, requires intensive knowl­ 
edge and just judgm ent and sounds quite screw y to 
those who regard them selves as anti-Comm unists but 
do not know what Com m unism is and those who be­ 
lieve that all hum an beings are much like them selves, 
fairly good-natured, practically honest, who know move­ 
m ents by nam es but little of the substance thereof. 
It did not. however, require the gift of prophecy 
to know the Guiana story. It was clear for all to 
see for several years. 
All that was required was 
diligent reading of the material at hand. As a mat­ 
ter of fact, this was also true of the Cuba story 
about which there were manv correct evaluations 
while there were also many incorrect evaluations. 
The anti-Communist specialists were naturally cor­ 
rect for two reasons: 
first, thev know the names 
of important Communists and therefore knew the 
names of Che Guevara and Baul Castro which gave 
them a clue to what was going on: secondly, by 
diligent labor, they have become accustomed to 
patterns and grasp rapidly the nature of a move­ 
ment by the pattern that asserts itself. 


Not to show off but to show what it takes to be 
a specialist, I began to study the Communist m ove­ 
m ent at Columbia U niversity in 1915 or 191G under 
Professor Vladim ir Sim khovitch, a keen authority. This 
w as before Lenin seized power in Russia 
I went to 
R ussia in 1917 and lived through the first year of the 
Comm unist Revolution, observing it daily as a reporter. 
I then was expelled from R ussia and landed in China 
w here for more than 13 years I had an opportunity to 
study this m ovem ent closely. Since 1931, I have been 
w atching this m ovem ent in the United States. 
Since 
about 1913, I have read the literature of M arxism and 
its various m anifestations. 
It is not surprising th at I guessed right about 
G uiana. 
It would have been astonishing if I did not 
know w hat Dr. Cheddi Jag an was up to.

Nixon: The Man In The Middle In California 


WASHINGTON 
In the general commotion, little 
attention has been paid to one of 
the m ost interesting aspects of 
form er Vice 
President R ichard 
M. Nixon’s decision to he a candi­ 
date for the California governor­ 
ship. 
In brief, Nixon made a rath er 
clear break with the increasingly 
active and local extrem e right of 
the Republican P arty , at the very 
moment when he was declaring 
his intentions to seek the Republi­ 
can G ubernatorial nomination. 
The break w as revealed by two 
things Nixon said at the m onster 
press conference at which he an ­ 
nounced his candidacy. F irst he 
stated th at he wanted no p a rt 
of a right-to-work law for Califor­ 
nia, thus recording his opposition 
to the project of the extrem e 
right. Second, he also avowed his 
opposition 
to 
the 
John 
B irch 
Society, which is rapidly becom ­ 
ing the base-organization of the 
extrem e right. 
Considering 
the

of 
Nixon's p ast political backing, this 
break with the right wing extre­ 
m ists, is a fairly dram atic de­ 
velopment.

years behind ours. Some of their 
trouble stem s from a shortage of 
packaging 
m aterials 
such 
as 
cardboard, 
glass, 
paper, 
and 
metals. 
Meats and grains are scarce. 
There are only 2 million refrig­ 
erators in Russia. As a result 50 
per cent of all their m eat is m ade 
into sausage. The report also says 
beef and pork are the most abun­ 
dant m eats but the anim als are 
underfed 
and 
undernourished. 
The Russian supply of vegetables 
and fruits is increasing and milk 
is produced in quantities equal to
